It has been demonstrated conclusively by research work- 
ers in many segments of agriculture that seed deteriorates 
mainly as the result of exposure to the high or varying 
humidity that is common throughout the world, and that 
the higher the humidity the quicker the deterioration. 
Conversely, at very low humidities seed maintains its 
ability to germinate for incredible lengths of time, even 
when the normal life span might be only a single season. 
Bodger research has been devoted to extending these 
basic principles to flower seeds and to developing a 
package which is flexible in size, durable, and highly 
resistant to moisture vapor transmission. 


What does this Vitalseal program mean to you? First, it 
means that your flower seeds are dried promptly and 
scientifically upon harvest. This amounts to ‘‘curing™ 
under control, a great improvement over taking chances 
with variations in the weather. It results in less chance 
of seed-borne disease and higher germination at the 
outset. The seed is dried to its ideal moisture content, a 
different point for different kinds. The idea! is the point 
at which the seed keeps best — not too dry, not too 
moist. 


As soon as processing is complete the seed is stored in 
moisture-proof bulk containers until germination tests 
have been made, and then it is packed in various size 
units of Vitalseal pouches. This packing is done in a 


room which is held under rigid control at very 
low humidity and uniform temperature. Once 
heat-sealed the Vitalseal (or V-seal, for short) 
pouches maintain the low relative humidity 
like a time capsule, regardless of surrounding 
conditions. This sealed-in climate travels with 
the seed to you and retards aging so much that you can 
depend on the seed to germinate satisfactorily for as long 
as you care to hold it on inventory.

In the last analysis, what we are all trying to accomplish 
is to provide the gardener with. fresh, vigorous, high- 
germinating seed. He gets just that if it has been held at 
its peak of perfection in V-seal, for the normal aging of 
the seed does not begin until the package has been 
opened, and both you and your customer may expect 
the seed to continue to live as long after it has been re- 
leased from control as if it had been bought directly 
from the field at that time. 


How to Order 


You will note as you leaf through our catalog that a 
number of the prices are printed in red ink. These are 
the varieties and units of size packed in Vitalseal this 
year. Others will be added in the future as our research 
continues. 


When you order 1 oz. of aster, for instance, it will come 
to you dried and sealed in a V-seal pouch. The units 
indicated in red are the only sizes available this year. If 
you order up to 4 Ibs. of a larkspur, for instance, you 
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will receive that number of one-pound 
pouches. However, if you order 5 Ibs. or more 
of that variety we will ship in cloth bags as 
usual UNLESS you instruct us to deliver in 
Vitalseal pouches. This is true throughout the 
list. We will deliver up to 4 times the largest 
unit offered in V-seal, but make bulk shipments auto- 
matically above that amount unless you instruct us diff- 
erently. 

You will get the most out of Vitalseal if you do a little 
calculating in advance of ordering. It is wise to order 
in multiple units, and then open the packages as needed. 
For example, instead of ordering a single 1 lb. package 
of aster, order 16x 1 oz., or 4x Y% Ilb., or 2x % Ib. and 
8 x 1 oz. The reason for this method lies in the fact that 
once the seal has been broken the ideal storage condi- 
tions are lost, and resealing simply seals wet air (it may 
not feel wet to you, but it is) in the package. V-seal 
pouches give a great deal of insurance for a low cost.
